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INTRODUCTION. 


The  plan  of  this  list  does  not  contemplate  a  complete  survey  of  the 
literature  of  marine  subsidies. 

Its  purpose  is  to  afford  a  guide  to  the  most  accessible  authorities 
which  will  put  the  investigator  in  possession  of  the  leading  facts  and 
arguments,  and  at  the  same  time  give  a  starting  point  for  more 
exhaustive  researches. 

In  addition  to  the  works  enumerated  in  the  body  of  the  list,  atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  reports  of  the  various  boards  of  trade,  particularly 
the  National  Board,  and  the  New  York  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  history  of  bounties  in  Great  Britain  may  be  traced  in  detail  in 
the  Parliamentary  Sessional  Papers,  wherein  are  found  mail  contracts 
with  steamship  companies.  The  reports  on  subsidy  systems  of  foreign 
countries  published  in  the  Sessional  Papers  are  noted  in  this  list  under 
the  heading:  Great  Britain.  Parliament.
